Students attending the Vermilion 
school from the Peace River district 
will again have their railway fares 
puid by the department of agriculture 
This plan has been in operation for 
the past two years and will be con 
t.nued. 

Last year some fifteen boys and 
girls from various parts of the north 
country were on Vermilion roll and 
it is expected that there will be as 
many or more this term. Railway 
fares will be paid for all swch students 
coming from north of township 69 
which runs a little below Lesser Slave 
Icke and Grande Prairie. The free 
transportation privilege is thus exten 
ded in consideration of the long dis 
tances involved in getting to the 
schoo} from the northern arca.

Speakers at conventions of the Al- 
berta Motor Association have fre- 
quently stressed the need of standard 
traffic regulations for all parts of the 
dominion. There has been confusion 
and at times accidents when tourists 
have been in various provinces, due 
to the rules of the road not being the 
sarme as in the province they had just 
left. 

Now the Canadian Bar Association 
composed of jegial men who realize the 
need of uniformity just as motorists 
do has had a committee working on 
a @raft which will be submitted at the 
next convention. This is being consid 
ered by Hon J. F. Lymburn the Al- 
berta representative on the committee 
who will present his report to the con 
vention. 

Standard regulating of the speed to 
be travelled and the loads to be car- 
ned will be dealt with in the com- 
mittee’s report which will be await 
ed with interest by motorists in all 
parts of the dominion.

In Ontario continu 
ed fine weather has enabled farmers 
to complete harvesting earlier than 
usual. In the Maritime Provinces har 
vesting is proceeding well in excel- 
lent weather. In British Columbia 
nearly all crops are safely harvested 
witfh good overagie yididd Details 
follow :— 

Alberta. Western Area: Except in 
the Peace River district threshing 
has been completed. The average yield 
of the northern section is about 15 
bushels and’ in the centre the yield is 
7 to 25 bushels on summerfallow. In 
the south beet digging is 25 per cent 
done and about 1600 tons of beets arg 
being delivered to factory daily. Nor 
theastern Area: Threshing is finished 
yields running from’5 to 20 bushels 
grading 2 Northern. Southeastern 
Area: Threshing is completed with an 
average wheat yield of 10 bushels 
garding 1 to 3 Northern. Saskatche 
wen. Northern Area. About 10 per 
cent of the threshing remains to be 
done. Wheat is yiclding from 12 to 16 
vushels of good grade grain. -

SPLENDID PROGRESS 
ON PRAIRIE LINES 


WORK BEING RUSHED ON THE 
418 OF THE 568 MILES 
AUTHORIZED 


WINNIPEG— Construction on the 
branch lines programme of the Can 
adian - National Railways on the 
prairies has proceeded in a parti- 
cularly satisfactory manner during 
the summer according to an announce 
ment made by H. A. Dixon, Chief En 
gineer western lines of the company 
Work is in progress in practically 
every section of the programme auth 
orized by Parliament at its last ses 
gion stated Mr Dixon 

In Saskatchewan and Alberta total 
of 568 miles of new line was author 
ized, and of this mileage, work is 
progressing on 418 miles and Mr Dix 
on says that there will be a continu 
apce of this work on all branch lines 
as long as -veather ‘conditions permit 

In addition to this programme the 
company has also succeeded in put 
ting steel into the Sheritt Gordon 
Mine over the branch line authorized 
last fall and is practically complet- 
ing the finst Kft of ballast to Fort 
Churchill over the 90.miles of grade 
upon which’ a skelton track was laid 
last winter. The engineers in charge 
expect to have this piece of track in 
such shape early next summer that 
through freight and passenger trains 
will be able to operate between The 
Pas and Churchill by the next sum 
mer at the latest.

DIPTHERIA IMMUNIZATION 

Diphtheria is not a new disease: 
For many generations it hag been, 
known and recognized. It has been 
a frequent visitor, indeed almost a 
constant dweller in our midst and 
year by year it has tsken a toll of 
human life and has left a trail of 
damaged bodies. : : 

As we say diphthecja tae diesase 13 
uot new but the means which we 
have to combat this »:ou'ge are for 
tunately up-to-date and successful. 
‘Ve are indeed in th: luppy position 
of being able to overwhelm our enemy 
ard of making diphth: ria one of the 
rarest diseases thus entirely remov- 
ing one danger from the journey of 
life 

Immunity of resistance is that pow 
er which the body acquires when it 
recovers from the attack of a 
communicable disease. The person 
who has suffered from diphtheria hag 
in his body certain forces which en- 
able him to ward off this particular 
disease and we say that he is im- 
mune to diphihheria. That is why sec 
ond attacks of the disease seldom oc- 
cur 

Diphtheria immunization is the 
term used to describe the procedure 
by which we may obtain immunity 
of protection against diphtheria with 
out rumming the risk of death or bod 
ily harm to which ‘an attack of the 
disease exposes us. The method is 
simple safe and reliable. On three oc 
casions at stated initervals a small 
quantity of diphtheria toxoid is in- 
jected under the skin. Thig toxoid 
has the power to stimulate the body 
to produce its defensive forces again 
st diphtheria When three doses have 
been given at the proper interval the 
results have shown that over ninety 


ed are immune to diphtheria. 

Because diphtheria is a discase of 
early childhood and because very few 
young children experience any re- 
action from the injections it is urged 
that all children from six months to 
six years of age be immunized
